NSC  Gridders 
Whip  Tech, 
Lose  Twice 

Northwestern's  f  o  o  t  b  a  11  De- 
mons, after  a  satisfying  7-0  vic- 
tory over  arch-rival  Louisiana 
Tech  in  the  annual  State  Fair 
Classic  in  Shreveport,  saw  their 
15-game  winning  streak  come  to 
an  end  Oct.  28  when  Troy  State 
spoiled  the  Demon  Homecoming 
with  a  28-20  victory. 

A  week  later  Northwestern 
dropped  its  second  straight,  21-7, 
as  McNeese  won  an  important 
Gulf  States  Conference  game  at 
Demon  Stadium. 

Coach  Glenn  Gossett's  ball 
club  met  the  University  of  South- 
western Louisiana  in  a  battle  for 
second  place  in  the  GSC  Nov.  11 
and  ended  the  season  Nov.  18  in 
Hammond  against  Southeastern 
Louisiana. 

At  Homecoming,  Troy  quarter- 
back Sim  Byrd  put  on  a  dazzling 
show  as  he  completed  23  of  35 
passes  for  318  yards  and  three 
touchdowns  in  sending  the  De- 
mons down  to  defeat  for  the  first 
time  since   1965. 

Northwestern  took  the  lead 
twice  in  that  game,  once  at  7-6 
and  again  14-13.  but  each  time 
Byrd  rallied  the  Red  Wave.  His 
two  touchdown  passes  in  the  fi- 
nal period  put  it  out  of  the 
Demons'    reach. 

Northwestern  got  its  touch- 
downs on  a  seven-yard  pass  from 
Donald  Guidry  to  Vic  Nyvall,  a 
one-yard  plunge  by  Nyvall,  and 
a  Guidry  to  Chester  Wroten  pass 
late  in  the  game. 

In  the  Tech  contest.  NSC 
pushed  the  Bulldogs  all  over  the 
field,  but  hit  paydirt  only  once 
for  their  7-0  triumph.  The  De- 
mons ground  out  358  yards  rush- 
ing to  only  31  for  Tech  with  full- 
back Don  Mayfield  getting  the 
lone  TD  on  a  one-vard  run.
